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Summary of the Proposed Amendments to Regulation

Chapter 89 of the 2009 Virginia Acts of Assembly permits the Board of Dentistry
(Board) to “recover from any licensee against whom disciplinary act®iéen imposed
reasonable administrative costs associated with investigating and nmgngoah licensee and
confirming compliance with any terms and conditions imposed upon the licenseééoathse
the order imposing disciplinary acti@nFurther, the legislation specified that “Such recovery
shall not exceed a total of $5,000.” Consequently the Board proposes to set out in these
regulations the conditions and procedures for assessment of disciplinametzistg to
investigation and monitoring of a licensee for whom there is a finding that siamotd law or

regulation has occurred.

Result of Analysis

The benefits likely exceed the costs for all proposed changes.

Estimated Economic Impact

The proposed amendments would establish the conditions and procedures for assessing
disciplinary costs relating to the investigation and monitoring of a licéfos@éom there is a
finding that a violation of law or regulation has occurred. The hourly costs for the gatiest
and monitoring would be set out annually in a guidance document and then costs would be
calculated for each case and assessed. Costs for the investigation andmgaotdd not

exceed the statutory limit of $5,000.

According to the Department of Health Professions, enforcement actiatiestate the

largest expenditure for the board, although only a small percentage of licendeggo
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investigation, and an even smaller percentage are found to be in violation of statlites
regulations governing their professions. Currently the Board does not chaigkngdisccosts

to licensees for whom there is a finding that a violation of law or regulationceasred.

Income generated by the partial recovery of disciplinary costs thrbeghréposed assessments
may allow the board to sustain its investigative, adjudication, and monitoringiastwithout
substantial increases in fees charged to licensees who are not in violatiorantlleegulation.
This is more equitable than raising fees for all licenses, including theitpaybo comply with
the law, to cover disciplinary costs.
